The return of Edwin Booth to the stage, after o

prolonged absence—in part ocoastoned, we mny

iresuine, by the sud  circumstanecs:  whic
prought his family vame into prominence in
connection with the closing exlamity of the lato
war—wae made the occasion for & most anthu-
slastio demonstration ol slucere welcome on the
part ot those of the great artisi's friends who
susceeded in guining a footbhold within the walls
of the theatre.

It was lelt that under the peculiar, unfbriunuate
ciroumstances ol his position, tlas estimable
citizen und honored plaver deserved an expros
glon of sympathy 4nd o beartielt greeting krow
the public that would in some messnre encou-
ruge him to redume the round ol his professional
duties. 50 universal waus (hls sentiment (hat it
needed no eoncerted action to erowd the theatre
vpon the opening night of tho S8hakespearian
senson with an audience that fairly represented
the wealth and intolligence of the eity, and
which cagetly awaited the tirst opportunity for
bestow lug upon Booth one of the most remarka-
bly spontancous ovatlons ever extended to an
notor,

The extraordinary warmth of this magniticent
demonstrution wus fo part due to the fac
that the public seare of decency had been re
cently outraged by o most brutal attsck upon
Booth's tair (ame lu the Heratd, which was fol-
lowed by another evenn more stroclons and in-
cendinry in character poblished in the PlaybiZ
# sheet whose disgracelol existence terminated
with 1he number contialuing vhis Inst shoek w
the popular gensibilities,

The desire to indorse Booth, and resent the
Hera'd's unpuralleled insults, was last uight up-
permost i the minds of all elasses, People unac-
customead to goiug to the theatre flocked to the
Winter Gardenas a matier of duty, to sustain by
thelr presence and applavge o, gentleman who
had been so grossly wronged.

The vmwﬁr wns immense, of course, but as
orderly snd quiet as if nt church. A cordon ot
police appeared at an early hour in the vestibule
of the house, nud those composing it were
laced in varions positions by the Captain of the
I-‘lfwol‘.tll Precinet, Their seryices were not
needed, bowever, the unanimity of feeling being
too apparent to permit ot any handtul of evils
dlnrm-tl persont from secking to create a dis-
turbance, ; _

Mr, Stuart had announced that the curtain
would rise conslderably enrlier than n=usl, but
when the fine orchiestra, under Mre. Robert
Btoepel, began the “Hamlet Overture” (com-
posed by the leader) there was scareely o vacant
apot to be found in the house, and it seemed as
if the number of persons standing was as groat
aa those whose good fortane had placed seats at |
their disposal,

It 18 in the second seene of the first act that
“Hamlet" is tirst discoversd—seostled near 1the
throne in the sudience-chumber of the paluce at
Elsinore, Upun the opening of this scene the
enthusiasm broke forth, and surely such 4 seene
was never before witnessed In a theatre. The
applause burst spontaneously from every part of
the house, The men stamped, clapped their
hands, and hurrabed contmuousiy; the ladies
rose in their seats and waved a thousand hand-
kerchiets: and for full five minutes a scene of
wild excitement forbade {he progress of the
play.

Mr, Booth wa= at first overcome by the tre-
mendous ovation, His head drepped low upon
his breast, aud his frume shook with emotion,
The huzzase continuing, and even gathering
force and volume as they were prolonged, he
arcse from his chair and bowed repentedly, In
@ moment or two more the agreeable tumuld
subsided as spontuneously as it had begun, and
the play proceeded.

At the cloge of every act the enthusiagm burst
forth anew, and Mr. Booth was compelled to
cross the stage under o tire of wreaths and boa-
quets, and suluted by the fruntic waving of hand.
kerchiels and hats and the mighty cheers of the
multitude.

It was at the close of the third of these halfs
dozen or more distinet ovations that o gallerian,
whose sense of justice might well qualify him
for a position on the bench or in the jury-room,
demanded Y'groans for the New York Herald”
This mild but pertivent reqoest awakened a
storm of hisses and indignant groaning of the
kind peculiar to politionl meetings in the vicinity
of election days.  Alter thal cheéers wera pro-
posed for the party who originated the ideu of
rebuking the reciplent of the recent Maretzek
letters, It is needless to say that the necessary
cheers foillowed by & sturdy ‘Uger,” were
promptly forthcoming. g

Of the performance itself we can speak salls-
factorily in 4 very few words, BAr. Booth acted
with never go much careful ease and precision,
reading with admirable effeet, and entering more
fully than ever into the business of the scenes,
He seemed ambitious to surpass lis own best
eflorts, and wilhout being preindiced by o
fully sharing the enthusiasm of the oceasion we
may =ay that, in our own opiuion, this was truly
hi= most brilllant llustration of his most admired
character.

In the tirst scene with the Ghod, ln the inter-
view with Polonius, In the play-scene and at its
conclusion, he acted with consummaste finesse,
and betrayed a warmth of passion and a depih
of rue emotional power far beyond his own
folmer grund portrayul, The full merit of this
exquisite performance cannot be conveyed in a
few hastily wntten sentences strung loosely
together at the finnl fall of the curtain. Ifs
effect upon that vast and intent sudience best
indieates the intense humanity, the eloquence,
the sterling vigor of the noble characterization.,

It seemed aiter the first long outburst of ap-
ause had died away, that the petor had canght
he enthusinsm of the hour, and was freshened
to his work thercby. Mr. Booth was capably
supported, Mr, Churles Barron took the part of
spaertoe:” Mr. W, Tavlor that of the “Ghost;"
Mr, C. K. Mason that of the “King;"” Mr, W, A.
Donaldson that of “‘Horatio " while Mrs, Marie
Wilkine appeared for the first time at this theatre
as the “Queen:” and Mis< Effie Germon as “Ophe-
lin." Mr. John Dyoit played “Polonius,”

A couple of uew sceme-—the “King's closst,”
and another—have boen added since the tragedy
wae presented Ingt winter, snd the entire set is
therefore now wanting in no particular,

“Hamlet" will, of ceurse, be continued for a
considerable period, although it ie in contems
plation to have Mr, Booth appear iu other char-
acters of his fine re{-rﬂm‘:'» during Wiz nresent

AUTION AGAINET THE EECRBTARY OF WAR—DA
MAGES LAID AT ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND DOL-
LARE,

Sutherland—Joseph H. Maddox vs. Hdwin M.
Stanton, The arrests by military process, now
that the war is over, are causing somewhat of a
stir in our civil courts. The preseunt sotion may
be considered a test as to the labllity of Go-
vernment oflicers for any arbitrary measures
that may have been exercised during the pro-
gress of the war,

In the suit about to be tried, the fncts, accord-
ing to the complaint and answer, are as follows: —
Oun or about the 18th of Apri!, 1804, Mr, Joseph
H. Maddox was n1rested In Balthmore, by order
of the Bccretary of War. The charges alleged
ngninst bim were that le, in company with M.
E. Martin and J. F, Manahoan, held vulawfol .
tercourse with the Bebels, in the transportation
ol goods, illicit correspondence, ete., written
evidences being shown to prove the fact,

Thut on those charees he was confined ut
Cump Hamlton, Fortress Monroe, nntil the Sth
of Jupe following, and again armested on the
16th of March, 1805, being this time confined
some ninety-piue days, Pmintifl was arrested on
these occasions under the name of James Brown.
Wuile ihus contined he nlleges that a lurge quan-
tity of tobaceo belonging to hun and piaced at
Fredericksbarg, Virginin, for safe keeping, was
destroyed by orders ol the defendant,

It is slso alleged in the complant that he re-
celved permission from President Lincoln to
purchase this tobaeco in Richmond, and that he
was acting solely under executive authority, He
claims that in conzequence of the sudden and
uplawiul sciznre of his person, being prevented
irom having intercourse with friends and conn-
sel, be has been materally injured both finan-
ciglly nnd physically, aut[yﬁee & lor damages Lo
the amount of one hundred thousand dollnrs,
Secretary Stavtow, in his answer, says that he
15 not o resident of the city of New York, but of
Washington, D, C. That the plaintil was arrested
for violation of the Articles of War, jund was
uiterwards discharged on parole afier giving
proper =eceurity for his appearance when re-
quired, That at the time of his arrest war
existed, und Baltimore was under martinl law,
and that plaind{l’ was taken in custody by the
Provost Marshal of that city, and not by any
command of the respoudent,

The case came up in Court vesterday on n
motion of ex-Judge Cowles to sirike out the
whole or & poriies of the answer,

Ex-Judge Plerpont, on the part of the Secre-
tarv of War, opposed the motion.

The points of law governineg this branch of the
suhject were areued at some Jeneth,

Judge Sutherland reserved his decision,

While Secretary Stanton was in this city some
months sinece a process was served upon him
which brought the cnse betore our Courts,— N,
Y Herald.
